These are they 
who weep into their cups at 
Churchill Downs when the band 
plays ‘‘My Old Kenflucky Home.”

He then sprays the mixture with 
molasses. It he says, supe- 
rior to blue grass. 

At Chicago, for example, Swaps 
fs getting Cook County water 
right out of the tap. His trainer 
enorted. when asked about Cali- 
fornia water, and said, “Swaps 
doesn't need special water any 
more than I do. he has his 
hav and his grain and a good 
bed to sleep on.

Man o' War's last race was a 
match on Oct. 20, 1924. He de-

He 
could be ‘‘rated.’’ That is to 
say, he could be restrained, and 
would readily respond when the 
jockey was. ready to call for 
speed. In beating Sir Barton he 
went to the front when the bar- 
rier was sprung and_ stayed 
there. Swaps has done that in 
some of his latest races. The 
horse Nashua is regarded as 
mildly difficult to handle. 

T never saw Man o' War run. 
Once I went out to the Riddle 
farm near Lexington and looked 
at him. He was a great tourist 
attraction. He enjoyed showing 
off and would strike poses for 
cameramen. I did see one of 
his colts win a race which dem- 
onstrated the staying qualities 
of the breed. Indeed, I helped 
cover the victory. This was Bat- 
tleship which won the Grand Na- 
tional steeplechase at Aintree, 
England, in 1938. 

Anvhow, if Swaps wins tomor- 
row it will be a sad blow to the 
horse cult.

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Clark Hill Dispute 
Is Settled Sensibly 


The long controversy over disposition 
of Georgia's share of electric power from 
the Clark’s Hill hydroelectric plant, lying 
between Georgia and South Carolina near 
Augusta, apparently is at an end. 

The issue, which for five years has 
held up distribution, was one of legal 
semantics and basically of understandable 
jealousy between public and private 
power. The law, as a layman reads it, 
seems to say that REA co-ops shall have 
preference. 

The company sought a contract per- 
mitting them to buy and sell the power 
at the designated price. The farmer co- 
ops sought to buy it and, since the Geor- 
gia Power Company already had trans- 
mission lines, to pay the company to 
transmit it to the rural members. In the 
new agreement the company has agreed 
it will “wheel” or transmit the power to 
the co-ops. 

It is good to have the controversy 
ended. The additional power will mean 
much to the portion of the state to be 
served. It will assist the power company 
and other dealers in appliances and elec- 
trically powered machinery. 

The Georgia Power Company has.a 
long and intelligent record of assisting 
the Georgia REA. The result is that Geor- 
gia is one of the top states in utilizing 
electric power. This latest order by the 
Interior and Justice Departments and the 
company cooperation with it is further 
evidence of its willingness to accept the 
facts and assist in the development of the 
state’s power potential.

The Connector Assumes 
A More Concrete Look 


The contract finally has been awarded 
for the construction of the Spring to 
Courtland St. sector of the downtown 
connector of the expressway system. 


Actually, it was let last December 
but the city’s failure to have the rights of 
way straightened out by then caused a 
delay. There still is right of way trouble, 
as the city as yet has not obtained the 
right to dump excavated dirt where it 
will be needed on another portion of the 
expressway, but the State Highway De- 
_partment went ahead and awarded the 
contract anyhow. There have been delays 
in steel deliveries recently and perhaps 
by the time the necessary steel arrives, 
work can proceed on this important link. 

This job will be a complicated one, the 
most difficult of the whole expressway- 
building program, It involves the build- 
ing of underpasses at West Peachtree, 
Alexander St., Peachtree, Forrest Ave. 
and Courtland St. But when it is fin- 

ished, only 1.96 miles of the connector 
will remain to be built before Atlantans 
can bisect their city, free of intersections 
and traffic jams and signals. 

The contract and the delay in the bid- 
letting points up the insufficiently appre- 
ciated fact that everybody is in on the 
expressway program: the city, county, 
state and federal governments. Coopera- 
tion between officials of these branches 
of government is as basic to the success 
of the program as bond money. 

This is true, too, of the access road 
planned from the south expressway to 
the municipal airport, a project beyond 
the jurisdiction of the City of Atlanta but 
of immense importance to the city as 
well as air travellers of the whole region. 
Gov. Griffin recently was the guest of 
Mayor Hartsfield on a tour of the airport 
in the interest of state help with this 
much needed route. This is the kind of 
diplomacy that gets things done. It’s trite, 
but eternally true, that sugar draws more 
flies than vinegar. 


Rich’s Brings Knoxville 
The Old and the New 


Rich’s first outlet outside Atlanta, an 
$8,000,000 department store in Knoxville, 
Tenn., officially was opened yesterday 
with ceremonies nicely blending the nos- 
talgia of the old days and the mystery 
of the atomic age. 

Eighty-year-old Wiley L. Morgan, who 
was sent to Rich’s 72 years ago to buy a 
spool of thread for his mother, the family 
then being resident in Atlanta, made the 
first purchase. He bought another spool of 
thread yesterday from Richard H. Rich, 
grandson of the founder, M. Rich. 

The ribbons were cut by radioactive 
controlled energy. A capsule of iodine- 
131, made radioactive at the Oak Ridge 
division of Abbot Laboratories, did the 
trick. With a Geiger counter clicking off 
a predetermined count of 1,000, during 
which time enough power was developed 
to “cut” the ribbon, the ceremony was a 
new, unique success, making the tradi- 
tional scissors vnc current fired 
the specially-trea small clouds 
of smoke arose, and the ribbons parted, 
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by gardens and parkways, which will be 
available in the evening for community 
events. The four-story building is faced 
with glazed tile, flanked by glass panels 
running the height of the building. A four- 
story parking lot, across the street con- 
nected by a tunnel, includes a merchan- 
dising service section where purchases 
made at the store may be picked up while 
waiting for cars. 

Knoxville gave the opening a tremen- 
dous attendance, tying up traffic and 
producing perhaps Knoxville’s largest 
crowd. Rich’s top executives from Atlanta 
attended the opening. The Constitution 
joins Rich’s Atlanta and Georgia friends 
in congratulations and good wishes.

“I never gave anybody hell,” he said, 
in denying press reports he was embark- 
ing on another ‘“‘give-em-hell” campaign. 
“T tell the truth and if they think that’s 
hell, that’s too bad.” 

Basis of the Truman criticism of the 
GOP administration is that it is domi- 
nated by big business. That is difficult to 
prove, but almost all the available evi- 
dence supports Mr. Truman. During his 
administration a few shabby, unimagina- 
tive people managed to pick up a few 
gift deep freezers and mink coats. But 
Harry Truman never had a Talbott case, 
in which contracts worth hundreds of 
thousands seemed to have been involved 
in influence péddling. 

Certainly the Dixon-Yates contract, 
which burned the administration fingers, 
has been revealed as having been born 
in the iniquity of a plan first to render 
TVA impotent and then to destroy it if 
possible. 

Secretary of Defense Wilson also has 
compiled a record which in some measure, 
at least, supports the Truman charge. 

At any rate, Harry Truman, who con- 
tinues to grow in esteem and stature, was 
in good form. The 1956 campaign guns 
have opened up. And, while GOP Chair- 
man Hall may think so, Harry S, Truman 
didn’t sound bitter or frustrated to us.

Beauty Must 


Be Considered 


In Cities’ Zoning Programs 


The right of a municipality to set up and enforce zoning laws for 
the sake of beauty, as well as public necessity and convenience, has 
been upheld by the Wisconsin Supreme Court in a recent and little 


noticed decision. The court upheld a portion of the zoning ordinance of 
the village of Fox Point which reads ag follows: 


“No building permit for any 
structure shall be issued unless it 
has been found as a fact by the 
building board that the exterior 
architectual appeal and functional 
plan will, when erected, not be so 
at variance with the exterior archi- 
tectural appeal and functional plan 
of the structures already construct- 
ed or in the course of construction 
in the immediate neighborhood or 
the character of the applicable dis- 
trict established (by the general 
zoning ordinance) as to cause a 
substantial depreciation in the 
property values of said neighbor- 
hood within said applicable dis- 
trict.” 

The decision upheld the village's 
right to prohibit the erection of a 


two-story brick colonia] home sim- 


ply because the building board felt 
it would not look well alongside 
the other homes in the neighbor- 
hood, The court quoted an opinion 
by the United States Supreme Court 
to the effect that ‘Tt is within the 
power of the legislature to deter- 
mine that the community should 
be beautiful as well as healthy, spa- 
cious as well as clean, well-bal- 
anced as well as carefully pa- 
trolled." 

Beauty also should be a factor 
in the zoning of commercial and 
industria} districts. The idea that

Nobody said when it might come. 


$12 MILLION SALES 


But one of Rich's executives 
hinted it shouldn’t be too far off. 
‘This store is designed to handle 
an $18million-a-year retail 
volume,”’ he said, ‘‘and it’s a con- 
servative estimate that our first 
year’s sales will reach $12 
million.”’ 

“When the time comes to ex- 
pand, we can add two floors’ to this 
building (presently five stories, in- 
cluding a basement service floor),”’ 
he added. 

Knoxville citizens, meanwhile, 
aren't likely to forget Rich’s brief 
—but dramatic—opening ceremony. 

The building was dedicated by 
the Rev. W. G. Pollard, head of 
the Oak Ridge Nuclear Institute. 
Mayor George Dempster spoke on 
behalf of the city, and board chair- 
man Frank H. Neely spoke on be- 
half of Rich's.

Plagued T.R.’s Life 


Bronchial asthma made Teddy 
Roosevelt a weak and_ sickly 
child. His first attack came 
shortly after birth and on many 
occasions it was so hard to 
breathe when lying down, he 


could sleep only in his father’s 
arms. In the 1860s no specific 
remedies like adrenalin or meti- 
corten were available. 


Growth and development are 
affected by bronchial asthma in 
childhood and Teddy was no ex- 
caption. He was pale, thin, and 
small for his age, and had a 
sunken chest, knobby knees, and 
toothpick legs. His teeth were 
perfect but protruding; he had a 
speech defect and was extreme- 
ly nearsighted. Yet, with all 
these infirmities, Roosevelt be- 
came President at age 42 — the 
youngest our country ever nas 
had. 

T. R.’s medical history in- 
viudes innumerable injuries. He 
took to the out of doors to build 
his health and was exposed to se 
many hazards it was difficult not 
to get hurt. Before going West 
he broke an arm while riding; 
and in his broncho busting days 
fractured an arm and shoulder. 
In 1900, while campaigning for 
the vice presidency in Colorado, 
he was struck by a piece of tim- 
ber which left severe chest 
bruises. 


Boxing was President Roose- | 


velt’s favorite -eXtrcise. On one 
occasion, his opponent hit him 
near the left eye. Within a few 
days he complained of seeing 
floating objects and an eye spe- 
cialist found the cause to be 
retinal hemorrhage. Four years 
later the retina became detached 
and vision was lost in that eye. 


In 1904 the Rough Rider again 
was thrown from a horse. He 
landed on his head and his face 
was so bruised and swollen he 
was unrecognizable and his phy- 
sicians suspected a_ fractured 
skull. 


His most publicized mishap oc- 
cured during his Bull Moose 
campaign tour in Milwaukee in 
1912. A crank shot him in the 
chest wall but T. R. insisted 
upon keeping his engagement. 
When he took the speech from 
his pocket he saw that the bullet 
had passed through the heavy 
manuscript as well as his metal

He was taken to Chicago 
where four eminent surgeons 
took care of him. The bullet was 
never removed. It had missed 
his heart and lungs and he re- 
covered without complications. 

Toddy’s last accident almost 
proved fatal. He went to South 
America to discover the ‘‘River 
of Doubt.’”’ When he attempted 


to shoot the rapids his canoe 
tipped, throwing him against the 
rocks, which cut a deep gash in 
his thigh. The wound became in- 
fected and abscesses formed in 
various parts of his body. His 
companions carried him in a lit- 
ter until he recovered sufficient- 
ly to proceed under his own 
steam. 


During the last few years of 
his life Roosevelt had various 
illnesses such as acute otitis 
media, inflammatory rheuma- 
tism, mastoid involvement, a 
erysipelas. He died in his sleep 
of coronary thrombosis at 
age 60.
